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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to an interleaving method for correcting short burst errors in a 
DVD. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features " when interleaving is 
performed such that every two ECC blocks are merged in a horizontal direction to form a new 
ECC block and the merged ECC blocks are grouped in units of two lines for interleaving, the 
predetermined interleaving rule satisfies the following formulae: 

1) when t=0. k=2m, where m=2t 

2) when t=L 2 22, k=2m. where m=2t 

k=2(m-lH94, where m=2t-l 

3) when t=23, 24 45, k=2(m-45HL where m=2t-l 

k=2rm-46)+93, where m=2t 

4) when t=46, 47 68, k=2(m-92)+2, where m=zt 

k=2rm-91H92, where m=2t-l 

5^ when >69, 70 90, k-2(m-137H3, where m--2t-l 

k=2(m-138H95, where m=2t 

6^ when t=9 1, k=2(m-137H3, where m=2t-L 

wherein reference symbol 't' used in six equations of the above formulae, denotes a 
positive integer of greater than or equal to 91 inclusive of 0, m is let to be the index assigned 
before interleaving and k is let to be the index assigned after interleaving." The closest prior art, 
Kobayashi (US Pat. No. 6, 122, 764) either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious.
